The way of God is not a the way of man : Therefere let all confer 
their way, 
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The Work of God's Power in Man, &c. 


An being fallen and degenerated from the 
Life and Power of God in which he was crez- 
ted good, he is become an evil-worker, filled 
with evil choughts, words and deeds, his 
heart and mind unclean , defiled and polu- 
red ; his ſoul burthened, oppreſſed and affli- 

Red; and here man lies in the mire of uncleanneſs,and there 
is not a whole part in him, but whereſoever he liech down, he 
defiles himſelf; and yet in this tate he would be comprehend- 
ing God and Chrift , and in his fallen wiſdom would be ap- 
plying the benefics of Chriſt for his comfort and ſazisfaQtiong 
not at all conſidering that he is alienated from God by evil 
works, nor regarding the power of God in himſelſi by: which 
che evil works are deſtroyed, for of a truth, man muſt be chan» 
ged by the power of God, if ever he come to be truly happys 
that nature muſt be killed which is alive, and that mult be 
quickned end raiſed which is in death, or man cannot inhe- 
rit the Kingdom of God, therefore all ye that proſeſſe God 
and Chriſt, and —— and are not yet changed into the 
nature of that which ye do profeſs ; conſider ſeriouſly this 
ſhort Teftimony unto che Power of God, and the Work of it 
in man. 

1, There is a time in which God viſiteth the ſons and daughe 
ters of men; for he beholds all in the fall, out of che 
right way, and his tender compaſſion moveth, and his love o- 
peneth, and with the Light of his Life he lets man ſee the evil 
of his doings for it is a certain truth, chat the love of God is 
tendered unto man in the Lighe, which doch difeover his fin, 
and that is che day of his Viſitation, wherein God willing co 
make not hisloving-kndne(s unto man, he ſends his only 
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14- otten Jon, who is the true 14 that all in him might be- 
live and all by him might come to life; and ſeeing that man 
ennot hide any thing fo ſecretly, but chat ſomerhing in him 
doth find it out, then let him believe that it is of God which ſo 
diſcovers his ſecret intents; for it is God that ſearcheth the 
heart, and there is not another way that leadeth unto life, but 
che Light which from the Life is made manifeſt; for Chriſt is 
the Light, the Way, the Truth and the Life; and all other 
-ways lead from che Truth and from the Life z and whoſoever 
rejects the Light, they reje&.che Love of God, the way to God, 
and the Truth ot God, and ſo re jects Chriſt by whom they 
Gould come to God; for Chriſt is the way to God, and there is 
Mot another; and his Light is manifeſt from the Love and Life 
nofGoud, toconvince every man that in fin abideth. And this 
is the cime of convincing, 
2. There is a time when man comes ſo to be ſmicren by the 
Light of Chriſt in his Conſcience,as that he is brought to ſtand 
ſtill and confider his way, and with the Light he comes to ſee 
the evil of his doings, and there he feels che Light co be a Wit · 
neſs againſt him, and a Reprover of him, and ſo comes to be 
made ſenſible of his own wretchedneſs and miſery, and to feel 
the burden lie upon him, and the fin every way co beſet him; 
and then the cry riſes in him, #ho ſhalt deliver me — the body 
of fin and death? Then he begins to look who ſhal . / an for 
him, and help him in his diſtreG , and who ſhall deliver him 
out of. the trouble and affliftion wherein he lies; his fin is now 
his burden; and that which he hath had pleaſure in, is loath- 
ſome to him, and he groans under the weight of it, and tra- 
vels in pain in the ſence of great oppreſſion ; and here he is 
compaſied about with grief, trouble and ſorrow , all his fins 
come up in order before him, and the Light of Chri.t tands a 
Witneſs againſt him, and executes Judgement upon him, and 
he knows not which way to look for comfort, he feels the hand 
of God correQing him, and the ſtripes to fall upon him, and 
which way ſoever he would eſcape , he is purſued , peace he 
ca come unco, reſt he cannot find, and ſo is made willi 
to fall into the hand of God, ſeeing that all his own ſtrengt 
eannot help him; and without Chriſt appear for his redemp- 
| | non, 
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being lighted in man, he comes to ſee every corner of his 


' own Houſe, and all ſecret things that have been wrought 


and »Qed indarkneſs, they all come into his view, and there 
man ſees himſelf defiled, poluted and unclean , and ſees that 


' no unclean thing can enter into the Kingdom of God; and ſo 


he begins to abhor bimſelf, and come to repentance for all 
the evil that he hath done, and the fin that he hath commit» 
ted, and begins to waitin the Light to receive power over his 
corruptions, and ſo comes to hearken to the voice which re- 
proves him, which is the voice of Chrift, and begins to regard 
when reproof comes, and there his heart comes to be touched 
with the power of Chrift, and with the power is curned from 
the evil unto the good: And this is the time of Conver- 
fion. | 

3. There is a time when the Power works Redemption, by 
drawing and leading man out of the fin , and ſo he comes to 
forſake the evil of his own way, and the devices of his own 
heart, and begins to feel the power working in him, and re- 
deeming him out of thoſe things wherein he hath lived, to 
bimſelf ; and deaths ſhadow begins to be broken, and the life 
begins to riſe and come up into ſome liberty, and then man 
knows his Redeemer lives, and the Power gives him caſe where 
he hath been burdened. and ſets him free where he hath been 
captivated, and ſo the Power helps him where he cannot hel 
himſelf, and delivers him where he cannot deliver himſelf ; 
and the Power fitikes over that Nature in-Judgement, in 
which fin is conceived and nouriſhed, and ſo makes man 
conformable to the der th of Chriſt, and brings him into. fel- 
wy with his ſufferings, and ſo heis made one with Chriſt 
in his death and ſufferings, by which he comes to the virtue 


of his reſurreRion; and there his death and ſufferings is 


- known , by paſſing through the ſame in the Work of the 


Power, by which Power Redemption is wrought out of that 
nature which is evil, into that nature which is good; and ſo 
man comes to be redeemed up to God by the Work of his Po. 
wer, and enters into the Power, where he 1eceives true 
Faich „ and by Faich in the Power he obtains victory ever 
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the fin which hath been his burden, and by the r he be- 
ginsto riſe in the immortal Seed, and there feels Chriſt to be 
the reſurtection and the Life, and by his reſurtre ction and life 
Man is redeemed out of death, and is made a parcaker of the 
riches of his Grace, in which all the benefics come to be wit- 
neſſed, to the comfort and ſatis faction of the ſoul; and fo 
Cbriſt is made Redemption unto all that in his power believe, 
And this is the time of Redemption, 

4. There is a time when the Power works ſal vation, in ſa - 
ving from the ſin out of which it redeemeth ; for Chriſt is the 
Power of God to ſalvation; and by his Power he rebuketh temp · 
tation, ſo that when temptations would draw the mind into 
thoſe things again out of which there is Redemption, then the 
Faith landing in the Power, and the = looking unto Chriſt 
by Faith, he appears toſave from the lin which che temptati- 
on would draw into; and here Chriſt is felt co be a Saviour 
that ſaves his people from their fins, ( mark ) ſaves buy 
from their fins ; for they are his people that are redeemed 
him: And though there be a liableneſſe to temprations after 
Redemption be witneſſed, yet abiding in the Power, they ate 
his people, and he is their ſal vation, and ſo he keeps them by 
his mighty power through Faith, he keeps chem out of the e- 
vil, and keeps them in the good, and ſo he that believes, is ſa» 
ved, he doth not enter into tempt tions, — temptations 
may be preſented to him, but is kept and ſaved by the power; 
for as Redemption drawerh out of the ſin, ſo doth Salvation 
ſave from che fin, and yet theſame Power; forfſit is not one 
thing. that redeems, and another thing that ſa vetʒbut it is the 
Power which worketh effectually in both; and ſo Chriſt a Re- 
deemer, and Chriſt a Saviour, and they that are ſaved by him, 
they rejoice in his ſalvation, for he brings ſalvation in the 
creatures weakneſſe; and this is his ſalvation, wrought by che 
Arm of his Power; fer if le do not feel Chriſt to be nea- 
rerto them for Redemption #nd Salvation, then where 
22 him co be without them, they cannot feel the oy 
of his ſalvation z for temptations are within, and if Chriſt be 
not there alſo to rebuke them, and fave from them, there is no 
man can prevail by his own ftrength ; but where the mind 
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joins to his power wichin, and fands in his power, there is % 7/07 
ternal ſalvation obtained. And this is the time of ſalvation, 


J. There is atime when che Power works Regeneration; for 
having converted, redeemed and ſaved, it hath à free courſe 
in man, and works effectually for the changing and renewing 
of him, ſtriking over all che old Nature, and the deeds of it, 
and cruciſies them down into the death, and buriet chem in 
the bapriſm of ſufferings, where man becomes à dying man, 
dyes to the World , dyes to his Will, his Wiſdom, his Appre- 
henftons and conceivings ; and the Power crucifies man unto 
all, and all unce man; and he paſſeth through death in the o- 
peration of the Power; for the Power paſſeth through the 
whole man, killing the luſts, burning the chaff, conſuming the 
droffe, and diſſolving the Earth, and raiſeth man out of the 
earthly habitations, and ſo cuts off the ſeed of the evil-doer, 
and takes away the fin; and there che firſt Adaw dyes, and the 
ſecond Adam riſes, and bringeth up the immortal ſoul in hig 
hand; and then all things are made new by the Work of the 
Power, a new birth is born , which hath a new heart, mind 
and tongue. from which proceederh new thoughts, words and 
deeds; for behold, the Wark of the Power maketh all things 
new, and ſo man cometh to be regenerated and born again of 
incorruptible Seed, which is a myſterie to all apprehenders 
and conceiversz he dye toſelf, and receives a new life in 
Chriſt, and hath a new Name given him, which no man can 
read hut he that hath ir. And this is the time of Regene- 
ration, | | 

5. There is a time when the Power workerh ſanctiſication, 
by cleanfing all that out of man which hath defiled him; for 
che fire conſumes, but the water cleanſes, and ſo purgeth the 
Conſcience, and purifiech che heart , and maketh man clean 
within; ſor Chrift prepareth the ſoul as « Bride for her Hu- 
bend, ſending forth his pure Water to waſh away all ſpots and 


in the Life of his own Righteouſneſſe he beholdeth che ſoul, 
and is in love with it, and Co marrieth it to himſelf ins 
petua Covenant never to be broken; then be th cal, 
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and they that are ſanflified,art all of one Ai ere and Truth is met Rigb - 
reonſneſs and Prace kiſſeth each other; and here man is made the 
Rignceouſneſſe of God in Chrift, and ſo is rightrow even a he it 
righteows, for it is Chriſt that now liveth in man, and is righte- 
ous in man, and is made righteouſneſſe unto man, in which 
righteouſneſſe the Saints are approved and accepted of God: 
Ob / let not any grow wiſe by apprehenſion, for I am not 
anſwering that part, my love is to the Seed, and my heart is 
broken in che e of what I now write; but lam not to 
write much concerning theſe Myſteries , left any ſhould cake 
them up, and (ay it is done: But let all know, That this i the 
time of San{tification. 

7. There is a time when the Power worketh Juſtification, 
havingbrought man untoGod,and made him acceptable unto 
God, he is then juſtified before God, for he is married unto 
Chriſt, and is one with Chrift ; and is Chriſt Feſus there is no con · 
demnation, and if nocondemnation, then juſtification; for that 
v hich is condemned, is not juſtified z neither is] that 'which is 
juſtified, condemned but that which is ſanctiſied, is juſtified: 
For man inthe firſt Alam cannot be juſtiſied, but in the ſecond 
Adam he is ſanftified , accepted and juſtified , and in his Life 
man inherits the peace, ard the joy, and che bleſſing, And 
this is the time of Juſtification. 

No as this Work is wrought in man by the power of God, 
he comes to enjoy the fulnefle of Truth which is in God, for 
God is Truth in fulneſſez and the Spirit by which the Truth is 
meaſured forth and manifeſted, it is the Spirit of Truth and 
as the Truth is received in the Spirit's manifeſtation , ſo the 
mind is conſtrained into obedience ; and the Spirit being an- 
ſwered in obedience, ic leadeth up into a larger meaſure of the 
fulneſſe, and by degrees it bringeth into the fulneſle ; for the 
Spirit of truth leadeth into all truth, (mark) into all craths 
and being all, there is nothing wanting, which being attained 
in the leadings of the Spirit, the ſoul comes into everlaſting 
reft in God: And ſo by the leadings of the Spirit there is 4 
growth jn the truth, and a paſſing on from one degree to ano- 
ther, until the fulneſſe be enjoyed, and all are to mind the 
meaſure of truth in which they ſtand, and to anſwer the 
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movings and lead ings of the Spirit , that in the truth they muy 
may grow and proſper ; for as the truth is lived in according 
to meaſure, there is a growth to be felt aud witneſſed in it, 4 
growth in underſtanding, growing up from children to young 
men, and from young men co ancients, and ſo in underſtand · 
ing come to be men, not by apprehenſion arid conciving, but 
by revelation and poſſeſſing, and as the growth comes to be 
felt in the truth. ſo there is a decay of all that which is out of 
the truth; and that which hath been manifeſted by any pra- 
iſe out of the truth, that comes to dye; for as the root is 
deſtroyed, ſo doth the branches dye, and then the Truth 
brancheth forth in its own nature, and manifeſts it ſelf accor- 
ding to its nature, and that is the principal of all worksz 
and the good works which are wroughc and manifefted by it, 
they are of God, and being of God they are truth; tos there 
is not any thing befides him true: And all good works that 
are wrought in him, and manifeſted from him, they vre ap 
proved by him ; and ſo they that have true faith, they have 
_m works alſo, yea ſuch good works as may be ſeen of men: 
that the practiſe in the cruth is fiom the principle of truth, 

by all that are of the truth: And though ſomething of ſuch 
a practiſe may be obſerved by ſuch as are out of thertuch. 
that doth not make the practiſe in the truth to be ever the teſs 

orious in it ſelf; for it is the principle that makes the pra- 

iſe true, and not the practiſe that makes the principle true: 
But where the practiſe of any doth wholly degenerace from 
the practiſe in the truth, that ptinciple doth plainly manifefd 
ies nature by what is practiſed, and neither principle not pta- 
ile is true: But where the practiſe of truth ſtands in the prin 
ciple of truth, there is the natute of the root manifeſted by 
the brauch, and ſo the Tree is good, and the fruit is good. nd 
wil not many ſpeak well of che Life of ſuch as hve in the pra. 
Riſe of truth, and yet ſpeak evil of their principle, and ſo 
would make the fruit good, and the tree corrupt, which thi 
cannot be: ſor not any thing chat is truly good, can p 


from that which is evil, as the Ir of its conception. 80 
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if the life of ſuch as are guide he Light, do not anſwer 
cheir principle in all 3 » then people might ha ve

. Come cauſe to ſay, that their principle is delufion , and they a 


deluded people, but if it be lo as their lives do ſufficiencly 
demonſtrace, then let all people acknowledge that their prin- 

iple is truth ; and that God is their God, and that they ate 
fin poopls, So let all he fer A way, and behald 
what they practiſe, for the Spirit oſ truth leads into all truth, 
15 brings forth good fruit in all holineſſe and righteouſ. 
neſſe of life, and that lite (prings from the Spiric as from its 
root, and is made manifeſt as it us the Work of God, and it un- 
Cyereth ie riagiple of God in every man z and 
chat which is manifeſted by che Spirit of Truth. and preftiſed 
by thoſe that live in the truth; and alſo what they cannot 
practiſe as being out of the truth, are theſe things following, 


. They worſhip God ia (pivic and ttruthꝭ but the evil vor- 
hip they Connor obſerve : They bow to the Name — 
and canaot boy to any grayen Image ; forthe Nameof Jeſus 
is cheirliſe. 

2. They live a godly and righteous life, walking in ſobriety, 

deration , temperance, mecknelſe, gentleneſſe, patience, 
loye, juſtice, mere and truth j; they do unto all men as they 

| done uno 

3. They honor God alone, and honor all men in the Lord; 
but they cannot give flattering ticles unto men, nor reſpect 
perſons in the vain cuſtoms, 
4. They are conformable unto Chriſt ; but they cannot 

form to faſhions and tradicions, they cannot live in the 
luſt of the fleſis and the pride of life , they cannot be exceſ- 
ſive in meats, drinks and epparel ; but what is needful, they 
uſe it in its place, but cannot uſe any more, 

They ſpesk the words of cruthendſobernefſe , but thes 
whach is out of the Truth they cannot ſpeak ; for Tow to one, 
in not in the truth but Ib to one, is in the truth and they 
ſpeak it as it is the Language of the Spirit. 

6, Their word is truth in what they ſpeak, and they faith= 
A vhat tbey promiſe; but they cannot be bound 
by bonds of men to cauſe them to perform hat they may re · 
guire ; for by their word they are bound to perſorm if they 
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7. They teſtiße the truth when they are required j but 
they dare not ſwear at all: They love brift, and keep bis 
command; and they cannot anſwer what is commanded con · 

erary ; for all his commands are righteous unto them, and 

chuſe co him rather chen men, 

They love the Lord God and one another; but the wick- 
edneſſe of the wicked their ſouls _ They are truly ten- 
der to thag which is good in all t they cannot join- with 
char which ia vil 3 bor che good beit re. 


Theſe things, with much more of this nature, is praRtiſed 
by ſuch as are led by the Spirit of Truth, and is manifeſted 
from the Spirit as fruit of its natures and where it is notſo, 
the Spirit of Truth doth not lead ; and ſo people profeſſe 

Chris, but conform to the cuftoms and faſhions of the — 
which they that are led by the Spirit, cannot do; for the $pi- 
tit teacheth them to deny all c oms of the wor d, which are 
vain ; and not only ſo, but teacheth them to ceſtifie againſt 
the World, and the deeds of evil which by them are obſerved; 
and this is good fruit brought forth from the good Tree and i 
not like the corrupt fruit of the chrrupt Tree; and fo the Tree 
is known by its fruir, for thereby doth every Tree manifef} its 
nature, 

Now let him that readeth, underſtand, for this is declared 


that all may believe chat Chriſt is the Power of God, and that 
e Power of God is in man, and chat the Power of God works 


che Light and Power of 
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true Faith if without you, then it cannot puriſie your hearts, 
which is the Work of Faith, for faith puriſies che heart; and if 
you will not ha ve Chriſt within you, then not faith wichin 
you, and then not pure hearts, and what good doth all your 
apprehenſions do you, if you cannot witneſſe pure hearts they 
that are in the unbelief, can but lie there: And what better 
are you by your Faich, then they chat that have no Faith at 
all 2 For all men have not Faith, This is in tender pity to 
you, that you might once look within,and have regird co that 
which doth reprove you ; for that which cryes peace when 
there isno peace, wil not doyouany good ; that was everthe 
Meſſage of the falſe 2 „to cry peace to that nature 
prhich lived and culedover the good Steu, and that never did 
people auy good but became a hinderance to them for ſollow - 
ing on to know the Lord, andchey wanted peace. in the latteg 
end; let no ſuch Meſlage ſtrengthen you where you ire, nor 
perſwade not your ſelves thereby that you are what you are 
not, for if you do ſ, you do bur deceive your ſelves,and there 
is nogreater danger then to grow ſtrong in chat part which 
God will break, and Niſe iti that part which, God will def{zoy; 
and whoſoever ſtreugthens you iu that nature Ang cryes peace 
to you there, they are ſuch as run when God (ends them not, 
and they only pleaſe that life which muff come to death. 
Friends, the tcueſt love js in plain dealing, there is no deceit 
in chat, but the truth 4s ſpoken to every ſlate and condition 
a5 it is; and though chere may be a part that likes not reproof, 
yet the love reacheth to n lies under that whi 
is reproved, for all people would have love, and mercy, and 
e; but they ſtart alide when reproof comes, that is, the 
d doctrine, which they will uot endures and though love, 
mercy and peace, bein Cod, yet che birth, of the fleſh is not 
cores concerned , and therefore ic muſibe, reproved befote 
the love, mercy and peace of God be obtained for you thit 
talk fo much of Juſtification by Chriſt, whilt you are not

within you, then Chriſt is there alſo, for he in the Author, of 
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fia, though he juſtifie che ungodly „which is a ſentenceoften 
urged as a proof for juſtification in ungodlineſſe, and where 
ſuch doctrine is received, it gives the fleſh an occaſion to uſe ics 
liberty ſor a man may ſometimes have been ungodly, and ſuch 
were lom of you, ſaich the Apoſtleʒbut ye are waſhed,bur ye are 
ſanctiſied, but ye are juſtiſied iy the Name ofthe Lord Jeſus, & 
by the Spiric of our God, 1 Cer. 6. 11. Mark ) here was not juſti- 
fication in the ungodliacſſe, but here was waſhing and ſancti- 
fying, and then juſtifying ſuch as had been ungodly, juſtified 
in the Name of che Lord Jeſus (mark chat; ) for Abraham as 

raining to the fleſh, found nothing, but believing in God, 

efound the Seed, and his Faith was counted unco him for 
rightcouſneſſe; and being come to the righteouſneſs by faich, 
the reward was reckoned not of Works, and ſo a debt; but it 
was reckoned of Grace, and Abraham was juſtified ia the righ - 
teouſneſſe, and not in the, ungodlineſſe, and ſo he received the 
ſign of Circumciſion, a (cal of the righteouſneſſe of the faith 
which he had, yet being uncircumciſed, who againſt hope be- 
lieved in hope, chat he might become the Father of many Na- 
tions, according to that which was (ſpoken , So ſhell thy Seed be: 
Thexefore to apply juſtificacion by Chriſt whilſt people are 
found finnert, is co exclude the Work of Chriſt in man, who 
appeateth to take away lin, and to bring in everlaſting righte- 
vulneſle, and to juſtifie man in his own righteouſneſſe; for in 
no other thing can man ſtand juſtified before God who is 
righteous, and this is a Truth ſhall ſtand for e ver. And they 
go on too faſt that would be juſtified before they ſubmit to re» 
proof ; for Chriſt muſt be received as he is 4 reprover, before 
any can know him as a juftifierz and ſo man being filled 
wich his apprehenſions, he is vainly puſc up wich his fleſhly 
mind, and knows nothing concerning Chriſt as he ought to 
know z far people in that ſtate are too high, their apprehen- 
lions of juſtificaczon lifts chem up, and they will aot nor 
bow to ſuch a low degree as to reproof, they are too vviſe in 
their own eyes by their apptehenſion:, and filled too full with 


nz 


their own conceivings , and ſo loſes the ſenſe of hunger and 


thirſt after Chriſt , and that which ſhould live by him, is in 
want of him; for where can any come to feed upon * 
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if they find him not within — ? How can they eat bis fleſh 
and drink his blood, if he be not within them? And can any 
have life in him if they donot eat his fleſh and drink his blood? 
Or can any eat that fleſh that was crucified in times paſt, and 
drink that blood which was ſhed, as it is fleſh and blood with» 
out them? Nay,nsy,there muff be a nearer communion wich 
Chrift ; if any cat his fleſh, and drink his blood, they muſt 
feel him to be within them, and his fan muſt go in his hand 
within them, and his fire muſt burn up the Chaff, and hig 
water muſt waſh away the uncleanneſſe, and they muſt be 
wholly ſeparated from that nature which cannot come into 
communion wich him: And they muſt be wholly ſeparated 
from that nature which cannot come into communion with 
him: And this muſt all people know before they eat his fleſh 
and drink his blood. 

Therefore all you that profeſſe God and Chriſt in words, 
and apprehend your Juſtification where you are, do not de- 
ceive your ſelves with ſuch an uncertain hope, for it will fai 
fail you inthe latter end, and now learn of Chriſt whilſt his 
love is to you; learn meekneſſe and low lineſſe, that your ſouls 
in him may find true reſt , yea a reſt within, and that in this 

nt World ; for you are not at re amongſt your appre- 
enſions, but are toſſed with divers conceivings concerning 
the Scriptures, and are wearying your ſelves in an endleſs tra- 
vel ; and chough you may 1 a reſt to your ſel ves, and 

rſwade your (elves that all is well, yet there is a day here · 
in you will know that it is poluted, and out of that reſt you 
muſt ariſe and depart, if ever you come to ſind reſt in Chrift x 
And this is a truth which many can witneſſe this day, who 
ſomerimes were like-minded with you, and did apprehend
